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Introduction 


The purpose of the French-Language 
Fund is to encourage the development 
and production of Canadian learning 
materials for French-speaking students 
enrolled in French-language elementary 
and secondary schools or classes. The 
fund is designed primarily to meet needs 
that are not being met because of such 
factors as market conditions. 


For the purpose of this fund, the term 
learning materials is used to designate 
any materials whose purpose is to 
facilitate learning, including print and 
audio-visual materials. Such materials 
must be intended for the use of students 
or of teachers in the case of teaching 
guides to be used in support of student 
materials. Non-reusable materials, 
such as certain types of workbooks, 
and educational software are not eligible 
for funding under this program. 


The fund operates in three modes. 
Each mode applies to a particular group 
in the educational community and each 
has a different set of criteria governing 
eligibility for funding. 


All applications for funding will be stud- 
ied by an advisory committee which 
will submit recommendations to the 
ministry. 


Once a project has been accepted for 
funding, an agreement will be drawn 
up between the Minister of Education 
and the applicant. 


The Secretary of State of Canada 
provides the Government of Ontario 
with financial assistance in respect 
of this fund. 


General Rules 


1. Projects must respond to provincial 
rather than local needs. They may 
apply to needs extending beyond the 
boundaries of the province. 


2. The learning materials to be devel- 
oped should be free from bias or dis- 
crimination in respect of age, race, 
nationality, place of origin, religion, 


sex, marital status, or physical handicap. 


3. Projects must involve Canadian - 
authorship and manufacture. 


4. Sl units of measure (le Systeme 
international d’unités) should be used 
wherever appropriate. 


5. Projects may involve field-testing of 
materials. In such cases the proposal 
should outline how the field-testing will 
be conducted. 


6. Funds made available under this 
plan may not be used for the purchase 
of major items of equipment. 


7. Upon completion of a project, the 
Ministry of Education shall receive two 
sample copies of the finished product 
in the case of print materials and one 
sample of the finished product in the 
case of audio-visual materials. 


8. Upon completion of a project, the 

Ministry of Education may request an 
audited financial statement and other 
appropriate information relating to the 
use of funds received under this plan. 


9. The ministry funds will be paid in 
instalments. 


10. Projects are to be completed within 
a period of two years. 
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Mode 1: Publishers and 
Producers 


This mode is only for incorporated 
publishers and producers of learning 
materials. Companies that have been 
incorporated for less than three years 
must submit a brief outline of their 
activities and of the scale of their 
operation, in addition to the informa- 
tion specified below. 


Any company may be asked to submit 
samples of recent work in support of 
an application. 


Projects must have as their object the 
publication or production of learning 
materials. Projects that are concerned 
only with the development of materials 
will not be considered under this mode. 


Rights to the materials produced will 
be negotiated by the author(s) and the 
publisher/producer; the ministry will 
have no direct involvement in matters 
of copyright. 


Financial Information 


The publisher or producer is expected 
to provide part of the funds required. 


The budget submitted with the applica- 
tion must include a detailed breakdown 
under the following headings:

The material must be offered for aan 
to Ontario schools either until the first 
print run has been exhausted or fora iy 
period of three years. 


Mode 2: Non-Profit 
Organizations 


For the purpose of this fund, a non- 
profit organization is any incorporated 
non-profit organization whose prime 
concern is education and/or the pursuit 
of activities related to education 

(school boards, teachers’ associations, 
teacher education institutions, etc.). 


The ministry will consider applications 
from non-profit organizations only for 
the development of learning materials 
of province-wide applicability. However, 
if production is normally a part of the 
activity of the organization, considera- 
tion will be given to funding the produc- 
tion of materials under this mode. 


A project proposed for funding must 
reflect the priorities of the organization 
as a whole. The application must be 
accompanied by a formal statement of 
support from the school board or other 
governing body. 


The materials submitted upon comple- 
tion of the project must be ready to be 
tested in the schools. The project is 
considered to be completed and must 
be submitted to the ministry when it 
has been developed to the point at 
which planning and design decisions 
have been taken, but no major produc- 
tion costs have been incurred. 


Once the project has been completed, 
the ministry may inform publishers and 
producers of the availability of the 
materials for production and distribution. 


Rights to the materials will be held by 
the applicant. 


Financial Information 


Among the costs that may be included in 
a proposal under this mode are the fol- 
lowing: secretarial services and editing; 
translation, adaptation, and consulta- 
tion; materials other than major items 
of equipment; duplication and rough 
artwork for field-testing purposes; an 
honorarium or salary paid to writers 
(the maximum per diem allowance is not 
to exceed $100). “Finished” (camera- 
ready) artwork should not be under- 
taken under this mode. 


Mode 3: Individuals 


Individuals or groups of individuals may 
apply for assistance for the development 
of learning materials of province-wide 
applicability. 


The materials submitted upon comple- 
tion of the project must be ready to be 
tested in the schools. The project is 
considered to be completed and must 
be submitted to the ministry when it 
has been developed to the point at 
which planning and design decisions 
have been taken, but no major produc- 
tion costs have been incurred. . 


Once the project has been completed, 
the ministry, after consultation with the 
applicant, may inform publishers and 
producers of the availability of the mate- 
rials for production and distribution. 


Rights to the materials will be held by 
the author(s). 


Financial information 


Among the costs that may be included 
in a proposal under this mode are the 
following: secretarial services and 
editing; materials other than major items 
of equipment; duplication and rough 
artwork for field-testing purposes. 
“Finished” (Camera-ready) artwork 
should not be undertaken under this 
mode. 


An honorarium or salary paid to the 
author is not an allowable expense 
under this mode. 


Application Procedures for 
All Modes } 


Applications may be written in either 
French or English on standard size 

paper (metric A4 or 812” x 11”). No | 
additional cover or binding shouldbe 
used. A separate applicationmustbe 
submitted for each project. Each appli- ‘

2. a detailed description of the contents 
of the materials, including alist of objec- — 
tives, a proposed table of contentsor 
equivalent, a definition of the pedagogi- _ 
cal approach taken, an indication of the — 
level of difficulty, and anindicationof 
the originality of the proposed materials — 
in comparison with similar existing 
materials;

7. at least four copies of the original work 
in the case of a proposed translation; 


8. acomprehensive financial plan for 
the project (for further details see the 
“Financial Information” section under 
each mode); 


9. for Modes 1 and 2, a letter from the 
author to indicate that he or she has 
been informed of the application and 
agrees to work on the project; 


10. for Mode 1, a proposed marketing 
plan for the sale of the materials, includ- 
ing information on the availability of 
audio-visual materials. 


For print materials, the publisher must 
provide two copies of the materials to 
each school board offering French- 
language (French as a first language) 
programs in the appropriate division(s). 
The publisher must also agree to pro- 
vide a copy of the materials, on request, 
to French-language (French as a first 
language) instructional units offering a 
course in that particular subject area. 


For Modes 2 and 3, the proposed mea- 
sures to be taken by the organizations 
and/or authors to have the materials 
eventually made available to Ontario 
schools; 


11. a statement informing the ministry 
whether it may keep on file the per- 
sonal and other information that was 
submitted with the application. 


Applicants should indicate whether 
they have received funds from, or 
made application to, other sources. 


Applications must be received by 
4:45 p.m. on October 9, 1990. No 


application will be accepted after 
this date.

The ministry will acknowledge receipt 
of the applications within two weeks 
after they have been received. It is the 
responsibility of the applicants to notify 
the ministry if they do not receive such 
acknowledgement within an appropriate 
time period. 


Priorities 


All learning materials that conform to 
Ministry of Education curriculum guide- 
lines are eligible for funding. 


Funding can be requested for: 


a) the development and production of 
original materials; 


b) the adaptation, for use in Ontario, of 
French-language materials that have 
been, or are being, produced in other 
provinces; 


c) the translation and adaptation of 
English-language materials that have 
already been published or that are being 
developed. 


This year, priority will be given to the 
production of the materials listed below. 
The order in which these materials are 
presented does not reflect the priorities 
established by the ministry. 


Note: It is important that the problem- 
|solving approach be used in all learning 
materials in every subject area. There- 


fore, a special emphasis should be 
placed on activities that will help 
students develop the thinking skills 
required for problem solving.

Note: While preference will be given to 
the materials listed above, the ministry 
will give careful consideration to all 
other projects submitted. 


1. Writing costs may include a salary or honorarium paid 
to the author(s). 


2. Activity books or kits are collections of suggestions 
for: (a) projects that are grouped by theme and that 
integrate more than one subject area; and (b) projects 
that focus on one subject area but allow the integration 
of other disciplines. The proposed activities should help 
students to develop various skills. The books must be 
supported by a teacher’s guide listing the objectives, the 
materials needed, and the procedures to follow, as well 
as suggestions for setting up special areas in the class- 
room, such as a writing corner or an art corner. The con- 
tent of the books could be made available on diskettes to 
allow teachers to adapt the materials to the particular 
needs of their students. These diskettes should be 
compatible with the computers approved by the Ontario 
Ministry of Education. 


3. If materials are required for specific courses or grades, 
the names of the courses and/or the grade levels are 
given in parentheses.
